Dumke arms police +, Billy,

ihe Chancellor of the Califor- 
mia State University and Colleges 
says arming of campus police was 
triggered by increased felonies and 
tempered by debate 

Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke 1s- 
sued ane xecutive order designed to 
arm what he terms ali qualified 
campus police officers in the 19- 
campus system. That order became 
effective Oct. |. but police here 
jumped the guns asit was — and 
began wearing firearms before Oc- 
tober. 

Dumke issued his order Sept. 26 
but deferred action until there had 
been more discussion of armed 
police on campus 

Arming police was a matter of 
urgency. Dumke says in a 
statement on the arming of campus 
cops. He says felonies at California 
State University and Colleges dur- 
ing 1972 through 1974 increased 18 
percent. while crime in adjacent 
communities was up by a mere 2 
percent 

“The felony arrests on campus 
of The California State University 
and Colleges increased 24 percent 
in that time.” Dumke said 

“In almost all of these cases the 
felonies were instigated by persons 
from off-campus who had nothing 
whatever to do with the university 
or college concerned.” 

Dumke says the instances in 
which police officers find 
themselves at a disadvantage 
unarmed is Increasing. 


He regrets that potential crime 
by persons from off-campus dic- 
tates that campus police carry 
firearms 

“However.” Dumke said. “the 
level of crime taking place in our 
society at large, and coming on to 
our campuses from outside has re- 
quired a re-evaluation of the role of 
our campus peace olficers to cope 
with the realities of the times.” 

In the past vear a student was 
strangled in a dormitory at San 
Diego State University, Dumke 
says. This was one incident that 
made arming of police necessary 
An officer was shot and hos- 
pitalized in a second incident at 
Calitornia State College. Sonoma. 
In a third incident. the second at 
San Diego State, an officer was 


‘felled by a heart attack after an 


altercation. 

“No longer can on-campus 
communities remain unprotected 
at a time when they are becoming 
more vulnerable.” Dumke said 
“Our students and faculty must be 
protected.” 

The executive order from 
Dumke says officers should be 
properly trained and qualified 
peace officers who are oriented to 
campus atmosphere 

“The action I have taken has 
resuited from = extensive con- 
sultation and from careful study of 
the need for such action,” he said 

“I believe that the arming of our 
campus peace officers is an ab- 
solutely necessary protective 


measure today. | believe that I

The Paradise eight defendants

The Student Health Center was 
financed by students funds, part of 
the Material and Services fee paid 
by each student upon registration 
It is not open to faculty or staff 
members except in emergency 
cases. 

The Center is open 8 a.m. to 6 
p.m. Monday through Thursday, 
and 9:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. Friday.

“Boycott? | thought that was all 
settled wasn't it” 

So goes 4 common reaction to 
the news that the U FW’s bovcott is 
alive and well and stronger than 
ever. Consumers are asked not to 
buy head lettuce, table grapes. or 
Gallo’s numerous brands of wine 

The reason for the continued 
boycott is that workers who have 
proven their preference for the 
UFW through the ballot box have 
stil not gained contracts. In all 
ranches where the UFW has won 
elections — and the number grows 
almost daily workers are 
without any union protection at 
all. In this crntica! transition time. 
they are exposed to all of the cen- 
turies-old abuses that the union 
was designed to prevent 

The history of other unions 
gives us some perspective on the 
Present’ situation. When the 
National Labor Relations Act 
legalized union organizing in 1935, 
hundreds of elections followed: yet

More recenity, after the Farah 
pants workers voted for a umon it 
took a two-vear nationwide 
bovcott before the company finally 
sizned in 1973. And it took the 
UEFW five bitter years of struggle 
before its first contracts were 
signed in 1970. The UFW boycott 
also was instrumental in forcing 
the growers to support California's 
new election legislation, grower 
pressure defeated a similar bill in 
1974 

How do the employers. stall 
negotiations? Recent history at the 
Gallo ranch provides a good exam- 
ple. In 1973, just after their UF W 
contract ran out, Gallo stymied 
negotiations with the UF W by first 
firing many strong UFW  sup- 
porters within their work force 
then demanding that the union give 
up its hiring hali and seniority 
system in the new contract. Gallo 
knew well that these benefits were 
the lifeblood of the union, for they 
gave workers protection irom the 
abuses of the infamous labor con- 


tractor system. The UFW refused 
to give up these hard-won benefits 
at which time Gallo broke off 
negotiations and quickly signed 
with the 


Teamsters Union

I'm talking about videodiscs 
which resemble phonograph 
records. They will be played on 
machines that hook into standard 
television sets and cost somewhere 
between $400 and $500 

Consumers will have a wide 
range to choose from. in both cost 
and programming. A show lasting 
60 minutes would cost about $2, 
while a full-length movie may go 
for $10-$15 

Programs to choose from will 
be endless, from Laurel and Hardy 
to major sports events. RCA and 
Philips, both electronic companies. 
have spent close to $200 million 
and 10 years of research. Both 
companies hope to have videodiscs 
on the market in early 1977 

But there are some problems! 
The systems of RCA and Philips 
aré incompatible. This simply 
means, neither can operate on the 
other's equipment 

This could mean that neither 
would = gain acceptance 
Videodiscs could then go the way 
of tape cassettes which at this 
moment are much too expensive
